There will be 63 teams — 126 
paddlers — that wiil be racing through 
the streets of Grayling when the clock 
stnkes 9 p.m. and the cannon goes off, 
signifying the start of the 50th 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon. 

The 50th running of the race and the 
record-breaking number of entries will 
provide even more excitement, as the 
paddlers hattle the mighty AuSable 
River in hopes of winning North 
America’s toughest and richest non- 
stop canoe race 

The pre-race program set to begin at 
7:30 p.m. with the introduction of the 
Marathon paddlers will get the fans 
ready for one of the most exciting 
starts in any sport. The two-person 
teams will race with their canoes 
several blocks through the streets of 
Grayling to the AuSable River in front 
of Ray's Canoeing and The Fly 
Factory.

opposition and emma road repair proposal 
State Rep. Allen Lowe votes 
against 4-cent gas increase

A northern Michigan lawmaker 
from the local area has been against a 
gas tax increase since it was first 
proposed, but he ended up in the 
minority of members of the Michigan 
Legislature. 

State Rep. Allen Lowe (R-Grayling) 
was not too happy with the outcome of 
the vote on the proposed 4-cent 
increase in Michigan’s gas tax. The 


Legislature passed the measure fast _ 


week after a long session that lasted 
until 5 a.m. the next morning. 

The 4-cent gas tax increase will 
raise approximately $200 million for 
roads in Michigan. The focus of this 
money is to go to the improvement of 
Michigan’s road system which is in 
poor condition. 

The northern Michigan area is going 
to see very little of the state money 
here, Lowe said, There will be some 


more funds for the county road 
commissions, but overall this area 
won't see the increase funding. 

One of the things that made the 
lawmaker suspicious. Lowe said. was 
the fact the Michigan Department of 
Transportation could not show the 
break down for each county. 

According to Lowe, the 
communication he has had with 
northern Michigan resident is they did 
not want a gas tax increase. He also 
presented an alternative to fix 
Michigan roads to the Michigan 
Legislature. 

“Michigan residents already work 
until May 9 to pay their tax bill,” Lowe 
said in his explanation for voting no 
on the gas tax increase. “Itis more than 
four months before they can begin 
paying their own bills. Taxes are too 
high and the fuel tax is no exception.” 

With this gas tax increase, Michigan 
now ranks as the seventh highest state 


in gas tax and sales tax combined. 

In his no vote explanation to the 
members of the Legislature, Lowe 
provided his opinion on a better way 
to fix Michigan's roads. 

Lowe's proposal was to take the 
interest on the state’s rainy day fund 
£$69 million), capture all transportation 
money for roads ($108 million) and 4 
cents of sales tax on gas to the

transportation fund ($234 million) and 
use toward road repair. 


“I cannot in good conscience ask 
the people to pay more at the pump, 
when we could improve the roads 
without the increase,” Lowe said. “We 
just need to stop diverting the moncy 
we collect on gas for other purposes. 
That is why I voted no.” 

Some of the House Democrats and 
Republicans who voted for the measure 
believe the increase will help 
Michigan’s crumbling road system. 
House Democrats also believe the tax 
reliefs and credits that were passed 
along with the gas tax increase help to 
offset the tax increase burden. 

“We did more to fix our roads with 
this agreement than we've done in a 
long time,” said Speaker of the House 
Curtis Hertel (D-Detroit). “We passed 
the Governor’s gas tax, to provide 
$208 million per year. House 
Democrats preserved Michigan’s 46- 
year-old formula for the distribution 
of revenue from the state to local 
governments.”

Coming off of their victory in the 
Bear’s Paddler’s Tribute race, the pre- 
race Marathon favorites have to be 
Serge Corbin and Jeff Kolka. The 


current Triple Crown of North 
American Canoe Racing champion 
Corbin, 40, of St. Boniface, Quebec, 
has been called the best paddler in 
North America. He has won the Triple 
Crown championship each of the five 
years since the series began. 

Kolka, 38, of Grayling, joins Corbin 
as the Marathon defending champions. 
Kolka will attempt to win his second 
Marathon after finishing second a 
number of times prior to last year’s 
victory. 

A “perfect” entry for the SOth 
Marathon is a team that represents the 
term experience.

Stephan, Engle 
to lead parade

Two past marathon winners will be 
traveling through Grayling in a 
convertible rather than a canoe when 
they become grand marshals of the 
AuSable River Festival Parade.

We made atrip on the river to see how 
we reacted to each other and we came 
together really well so we started 
training,” Engle said. 

Stephan paddled in the first ever 
marathon with Jack Davis of Grayling 
in 1947 and came in second. 

In 1949 Stephan did not race. 
got married in 1949," Engle said.

so we had to pull out of the race,” 
Engle said. 

Engle's partner was speared in the 
chest by a limb from a dead log. He 
tried to continue, but could not. 

In 1950 Engle and Stephan were 
again partnered and this time they won 
the race. They also won the marathon 
in [95i-and 1952. 

"We didn't have anything more to 
accomplish, so 1952 was the last race 
we entered," Stephan said. 

The partners knew the river so well 
that when they trained at night they 
rarely used their light. 
want anyone following us," 
said. 

That training paid off. In one race 
Engle and Stephan were in sixth place 
following very close to the canoe in 
fifth place. They came to an area 
where a short cut could be made in the 
brush. When the fifth place canoe 
turned to take the long way around 
Engle and Stephan turned off their

“The people at Citizens have been 
really supportive and as excited as 
I've been.” she said. 

Barrett will be required to pay taxes 
and insurance on the house and a no 
interest loan which goes into a 
revolving fund to build more habitat 
houses. She must also put in 250 
“sweat equity hours” working on her 
house and other habitat projects. 

Already she's been busy the past 
three weeks selling house pins and 
tickets for the canoe being raffled oft 
just before the AuSable Canoe 
Marathon race on July 26. Several 
businesses throughout Grayling are 
also hosting “Hot Dogs for Homes” 
concessions through July to raise funds 
for the completion of the house.

It is important to tailor an exercise program to fit your own 
ability and special needs. Anyone who has been inactive for many 
years, should not try to do too much too soon. Before beginning, 
see a doctor, especially if you are over 60, have a disease or 
disability, or are taking medications. 

Begin slowly. Gradually increase periods 5-10 minutes twice a 
week, then increase 15-30 minutes three to four times a week. 
| Always pay attention to what your body tells you. Although most 
people have no problems with it, they should start exercising 
slowly, be alert to unusual symptoms such as chest pain, 
shortness of breath, aching joints, or muscle cramps. Call a doctor 
if these occur. Z 
To "pay off," exercise must be done regularly--at least twice a 


week for 30-40. minutes for each workout. Choose activities you { 


enjoy, then vary the routine to use all parts of the body. Strive for 
a balanced program with strengthening, stretching and aerobic 
exercises. 

Muscle Strengthening--To build muscle strength, move 
muscles against resistance. This can be done by lifting weights, 


working out on machines, or doing routines such as pushing } 


against a wall. Take at least one day rest between weight 
workouts so muscles can recover, You can hurt yourself if weights 
are used incorrectly or exercises done improperly. For example, 
sit-ups, if done with straight legs instead of with knees bent, can 
hurt the back. : 

Flexibility--Warm up and cool down with 5-15 minutes of 
stretching exercises. Stretching exercises often stress movements 
you do naturally, such as reaching the hands toward the ceiling or 
making circles with the feet and ankles. 

Aerobic Conditioning--Aerobic exercises, such as running, 
walking, swimming and dancing, can cause the heart to beat 
faster and breath to come more rapidly. 

The goal of aerobic exercises is to strengthen the heart by 


raising the heart rate to a certain level and keeping it there for 20 |. 
minutes. Find your target heart or pulse by subtracting your age 


from 220 and then multiplying the result by 70 percent. Thus, for 
a 60-vear-old person, the target rate would be (220-60) x 70% or 
112, It may take a person who has not exercised regularly, several 
months to raise the rate to 70 percent. 

What can help to keep you exercising? *Choose activities you 
enjoy; *Make exercise a part of a daily routing; Exercise with a 
group for social interaction, as well as physical fitness;.eKeep a 

| written record of progress; ¢Exercise to music; *Select 
comfortable clothes; * Wear properly-fitting shoes; *Pay attention 
tu our body.

FACED WITH the reality that you 
can‘t get all that you want, but can get 
part, it’s better to take the part you get. 

That's the reality of politics. 

And that seems to be what happened 
to Gov. John Eagier’s $570 million 
highway improvement program. 

What the Michigan Legislature 
approved in a series of after-midnight 
votes is not the program Mr. Engler 
sought, but it’s all he could win at this 
time. 

Parts of his program are intact, parts 
are compromised, parts are delayed, 
parts are thrown out. 

That’s the way it goes. 

What's left is enough to claim 
political victory, and it’s enough to 
start fixing Michigan’s horrendous and 
worsening highway conditions. 

But it’s not enough to solve the 
entire problem.

THE ONLY Engler item that seems 
to have survived in one piece is the 
four-cent increase in the state gas tax, 
to produce about $300 million a year. 

In August, the tax goes from 15 
cents to 19 cents - - about halfway 
between Connecticut's high of 29 cents 
and Georgia's low of 7.5 cents. 


oS 
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Mr. Engler also proposed higher 
truck taxes and fees to produce $130 
million; lawmakers approved about 
$43 million, but not a diese! tax hike. 
They agreed to consider one later. 

The state’s Rainy Day fund - - to be 
used in time of economic emergency - 
- will be tapped for about $70 million 
as a one-year shot for road building. 
That wasn’t in the original Engler 
scenario - - and it’s supposed to be a 
one-time fix not available next year or 
in the future. 

Mr. Engler’s original program 
counted on $200 million in federal 
funds, but that’s been scaled down to 
$100 million now, and even that’s 
problematical.

SHELVED UNTIL 1998 was state 
takeover of 23,000 miles of roads now 
under local government jurisdiction - 
- plus any federal funding that goes 
with them. 

Also shelved was changing state- 
local distribution of gas tax money, 
giving more to the state at expense of 
cities and counties. 

These ideas - - and the controversy 
they generate - - will return next year. 

Nowhere in the Engler highway

program was another part of the final 
compromise, which likely made it 
possible to adopt any road bill at all 
this year. — 

Tied into raising truck fees and gas 
taxes isreducing personal income taxes 
by raising per-person exemptions and 
those for smaller children, and more 
tax credits for parents of college 
students. 

These tax cuts are expected to total 
about $115 million and apparently will 
come out of the state general fund and 
not highway money. Still, it’s an 
offsetting factor in the net effect on the 
State. 

#*e * 

ALL IN ALL, the 1997 road plan 
falls far short of solving Michigan’s 
highway problems, but it’s a step 
forward. 

The 4-cent hike won’t even be felt 
by most drivers. Gas prices at the 
pump fluctuate more than four cents 
almost any weekend, apparently 
dictated more by seasonal demand and 
the economic rule of “what the traffic 
will bear” than by cost of product or 
taxes. 

Analysts figure the average auto 
driven 15,000 miles a year at 20 miles

per gallon will cost about $25-30 more 
a year. 

That’s about the cost of a carton of 
cigarettes these days - - unless they’re 
bootlegged from Indiana or wherever. 

As for the tax cuts, family tax relief 
has achieved political sainthood, and 
it’s surefire campaign fodder. Again, 
individual savings are relatively minor, 
but it’s costly in the aggregate. 

Although Gov. Engler did not 
propose the offsetting tax cuts, he’s 
taking credit for them. In a recent 
speech in Oakland County (according 
to Columnist High McDiarmid in The 
Free Press), the governor called them 
“tax cuts No. 22, 23 and 24, all passed 
during my administration.” 

The Governor's entitled to claim 
some credit. If he had not stepped 
forward with a concrete road proposal 
of some sort, politicians would still be 
in a complete dither about what to do. 

That’s politics, too.

Flag deserves protection with 
constitutional amendment 


To the editor, 

No matter what Richard Milliman 
says. the Constitution empowers “We 
the People” to reclaim the right to 
protect the American flag from 
physical desecration. In a recent 
column (“Flag Protection A Tricky 
Matter.” June 149), Milliman 
mischaractenized the movementto pass 
a flag-protection constitutional 
amendment. 

The proposed amendment is 
supported by 49 state legislatures, a 
poll-verified 80 percent of the 
American people, and the U.S. House 
of Representatives of the 105th 
Congress. If two-thirds of the U.S. 
Senate vote in favor of the amendment, 
then the states will decide the issue 
through the ratification process. 

Sugport for a flag-protection 
constitutional amendment underscores 
the collective character of the 
American people: Most of us do not 
understand the finer points of 
American jurisprudence. but we 
understand that our laws should reflect 
traditional American values. The flag 
was protected from desecration for 
more than 100 years - - with no impact 
onthe Bill of Rights - - through federal 
law and 48 state laws prohibiting flag 


desecration. 

Restoring legal protection for the 
flag, by the only means the Supreme 
Court will allow, makes sense to most 
Americans. Flag-protection laws 
which the Supreme Court struck down 
would form the basis for a renewed 
ban on flag desecration. 

The frequency of flag desecration is 
as relevant as the frequency of someone 
yelling “Fire?” in a crowded theater. 
the latter of which is illegal. And it 
should be. 

The First Amendment protects the 
people's right toredress of grievances. 
in this instance, redress of a 5-4 
Supreme Count decision in 1989 which 
ruled flag desecration is a protected 
form of free speech. But this really is 
not a free-speech issue, because there 
is an obvious distinction between 
desecrating the symbol of our national 
unity and speaking out against the 
flag.

On January 8, 1997, the members of 
Michigan's 89th Legislature took their 
oath of office and pledged to, “support 
the Constitution of the United States 
and the Constitution of the State of 
Michigan.” 

Many times lawmakers agrec to 
reject amendments toa bill because “a 
deai” has been cut and they want to 
keep the bill “clean.” If changes are 
adopted, it may jeopardize the fragile 
compromise that ensures passage of 
the bill. That may be understandable 
under some circumstances. However, 
deals struck in smoke-filled rooms 
should not supersede our oath to 
constituents. 

On June 26, the Michigan House of 
Representatives passed Senate Bill 
345. It was an attempt to correct 
problems the Legislature created last 
December when we amended the Land 
Division Act. The legislation, 
however, may have drastic 


_ Consequences, Because of the biil, a 


land owner may not be able to build a 
home on a parcel purchased for that 
Specific purpose. The land is then 
worth less as a result of this State 
action, The state has “taken” his 
property. 

The Takings Clause of the Michi gan 
Constitution, Article X, Section 2, says, 
“Private Property shall not be taken

tor public use without first 
compensation therefore being first 
made or secured in a manner prescribed 
by law.” In other words, the state 
cannot take your land without paying 
you for it. The Constitution is a higher 
law than any law we, inthe Legislature. 
can pass. 

Based on that section, lattempted lo 
amend the bill to say that if the property 
was devalued by more than 30 percent 
because or our action, the state would 
pay for the reduction in value. The 
amendment said that we recognize the 
Takings Clause of the Constitution. 
We need (to pay you if we take away 
your ability to use your land. 

However, my amendment to 
recognize the constitutional mandate 
in the legislation failed on a 25 to 78 
vote. The House said, “We don'thave 
to pay for the loss we cause a property 
owner. Let him sue us, if he’s not 
happy.” Not only does that fly in the 
face of reason, it violates the 
Constitution we pledged to support. 

We broke our promise to the people 
of Michigan. A majority of members 
felt that deals are more important than 
policy or promises, and it is not 
necessary to recognize a citizen's 
protections under the Constitution. 
This is another glaring example of 
politicians’ inability tokeep their word. 


We hear much about politicians and 
broken promises. Whom do we have 
to blame for our image but ourselves?

British record holders bring 
world flavor to marathon

The Weyerhacuser AuSable River 
Canoe Marathon is truly 
international event 

There are always tcams and paddlers 
from Canada competing tm the 
Marathon. but this year’s field of two- 
person teams contains two paddlers 
from across the Atlantic Ocean. 

Andy Guest, 31, and Tim Phillips. 
34, both of Worcester, Great Britain, 
will battling the mighty AuSable River 
from Grayling to Oscoda like the 62 
other teams. 

Guest and Phillips come to the 
AuSable Marathon as the current 
record holders of a Great Britain canoe 
race. The two British paddlers broke 
the record at the Great Britain race, the 
Devise to Westminster or DW race. 
Their new record of 18 hours, 57 
minutes was set in 1989 at the 115- 
mule race. 

Guest has raced in the Marathon 
once before in 1994. His team did not 
finish the race. as tendonitis before the 
race forced him to withdraw due to 
injury. 

For this reason, Guest said the team 
from Great Britain has a goal of 
finishing the race. 

“The first thing to do is finish,” 
Guest said. “Then we will sce haw it 
goes. There is so much to learn and so 
many places were we could make 
mistakes." 

Being unfamiliar with the AuSable 
River can lead to mistakes. The fact 
that there are a fot of differences 
between the DW race and Marathon 
also will make for some new 
experiences for the team. 

The DW race involves the ocean 
instead of a river hike the Marathon. 
The DW event starts in a canal where 
there is little current. The racers in the 
DW also have to time themselves so 
they can catch the tides right in certain 
areas. Guest said there is about an hour 
window which needs to be hit. 

The British paddler explained that 
there are a number of differences 
between the DW and North penal s 
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The night paddling and the eal of 
water are two major differences. Guest 
said there is no night paddling in the 
Great Britain race, and the Marathon 
night paddling can affect the race. The 
shallowness of the water in the river is 
a huge difference. Guest pointed out 
that the DW race features pretty deep 
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water. 

Another difference is the Marathon 
has ail of the paddlers go at the same 
time. Guest said the paddlers go one at 
a time in Great Britain. The British 
race also has a4 lot of transitions of 
going in and out of the water. The 
Marathon features six portages, while 
the DW event has 76 portages, 
including one approximately one-mile- 
and-a-half long. 

The challenge of the Marathon 
brought the two Great Britain paddlers 
to the race. Guest said he also has 
some unfinished business with not 
being able to finish in 1994, 

Guest and Phillips had a good 
showing 1n the Paddlers’ Tribute race 
leading into the Marathon week. They 
finished 16 out of more than 40 teams.

Implementation tools looked at in Master Plan 


The following story is the final 
installment of the Master Plan series. 
This series looked into the proposed 
City of Grayling/Grayling Township 
Master Plan. 


In the last chapter of the proposed 
Grayling Township and City of 
Grayling Master Plan the primary 
implementation tools are discussed. 


Relationship to zoning - The City of 
Grayling has a zoning ordinance 
adopted pursuant to the City-Village 
Zoning Act, PA 207 of 1921. Grayling 
Township has a zoning ordinance 
adopted pursuant to the Township 
Rural Zoning Act, PA 184 of 1943. 

The intent of these ordinances is to 
regulate the use of land to provide for 
orderly growth and development and 
allow the integration of Jand uses 
without creating nuisances. 


A zoning ordiance defines land use 
districts and regulated height, bulk, 
use, area of lot to be covered and open 
space to be preserved within each 
district. Zoning is the principal 
regulatory tool used to implement a 
master plan. 


Because zoning is required to be 
based upon a plan that serves to guide 
future land use decisions, the zoning 
ordinances of the City of Grayling and 
Grayling Township should be revised 
to reflect this plan's new vision, goals, 
objectives, policies, and future land 
use proposals. 


Relationship to subdivision and 
condominium regulations - the City of 
Grayling should update existing 
subdivision regulations following 
zoning changes to implement 
recommendations in this plan. 


The enabling legislation that permits 
the enactment of such regulations is 
Public Act 288 of 1967, also known as 
the Subdivision Control Act of 1967. 
This act allows a community to set 
requirements and design standards for 
streets, blocks, lots, curbs, sidewalks, 
open spaces, easements, public utilities 
and other associated subdivision 
improvements. 


Grayling Township is encouraged 
to update existing subdivision and 
condominium regulations as the 
opportunity exists.

has no subdivision or condominium 
regulations and is encouraged to adopt 
such regulations prior to extension of 
city sewer or water into the township. 
Such regulations are critical toensuring 
quality layout of new roads and streets 
and proper connection with municipal 
facilities. 

Relationship to capital 
improvements - A_ capital 
improvement program (CIP) is a 
complete list of all proposed public 
improvements planned for a six year 
period including costs, sources of 
funding, location and priority. The 
CIP outlines the projets that will 
replace or improve existing facilities, 
orthat will be necessary toserve current 
and projected land use development 
within a community. 

Adavnced planning for public works 
through the use of a CIP assures more 
effective and economical capital 
expenditures, as well as the provision 
of public works in a timely manner. 

The use of capital improvements 
programming can be an effective tool 
for implementing the master plan by 
giving priority to those projects which 
have been identified in the plan as 
being most important to the future 
development and well being of the 
community. 

All proposed capital improvements 
should be reviewed for consistency 
with this plan prior to inclusion as part 
of a CIP. 

The planning commission of the 
township should develop a formal CIP 
for approval by the township board as 
part of the annual budgeting process. 
The city council should continue to 
develop and annually implementaCIP. 


Land use and infrastructure policies 
- a strong effort will be necessary to 
coordinate future CIP decisions and 
land use policies among adjoining units 
of government. As a result, proposed 
policy changes should be circulated 
for comment early. Likewise, 
proposed CIP's should be prepared 
with adequate time for review and 
comment by the adjoining 
jurisdictions. 


Housing program - depending on 
state and federal requirements and 
available dollars, the city and township 


may benefit from developing and 
implementing ahousing rehabilitation 
program. The benefits of such activity 
may significantly incréase as existing 
housing ages. However, more 
important in the long term may well be 
continued efforts to ensure the existing 
housing stock is maintained. 

Building and property maintenance 
codes - BOCA (Building Officials and 
Code Administrators International, 
Inc.) is the basic buidling code adopted 
by the city and township to regulate 
construction methods and materials. 
The adoption and enforcement of a 
building code is important in 
maintaining safe, high quality housing 
and in minimizing deteriorating 
housing condidtions. 

The city and township should 
continue utilization of the BOCA code 
as a basic property maintenance code 
to regulate deteriorating influences 
which result from failure to properly 
maintain property and structures. 

Public works financing - in addition 
to using general fund monies, it is 
often necessary for a community to 
bond to raise sufficient funds for 
implementing substantial public 
improvements. Bonding offers a 
method of financing for improvements 
such as water and sewer municipal 
bond types include: 

General Obligation Bonds - full! 
faith and credit pledges, the principal 
amount borrowed plus interest must 
be repaid from general tax revenues; 

Revenue Bonds - require that the 
principal amount borrowed plus 
interest be repaid through revenues 
produced from the public works project 
the bonds were used to finance; and 

® Special Assessment Bonds - 
require that the principal amount 
borrowed plus interest be repaid 
through special assessments on the 
property owners in a= special 
assessment district for whatever public 
purpose the property owners have 
agreed to be assessed.

regular comminucation with the 
County and Regional Planning 
Commissions on issues of mutual 
interest. 

These organizations should be 
encouraged to expand their county 
and region-wide planning and 
economic development efforts and to 
share relevant materials with the city 
and township. 

Managing growth and change - the 
key to successfully managing future 
growth and community change is 
integrating planning into day-to-day 
decision making and establishing a 
continuing planning process. The only 
way to get out of a reactionary mode is 
by planning and insuring the tools 
available to meet a broad range of 
issues are current and at hand. 

Periodic updating and revisions - as 
additional studies are undertaken and 
land use change occurs, the master 
plan should be updated to reflect the 
new information. Ata minimum the 
plan should be comprehensively 
reviewed and updated at least once 
every five years. 

Revision of ordinances - the City of 
Grayling's and Grayling Township's 
respective zoning ordinances should 
be reviewed and updated to be 
consistent with this plan. If this is not 
done then the legal support for future 
zoning decisions is undermined. Each 
zoning ordinance should also be 
thoroughly reviewed and updated at 
least once each five years. All future 
rezoning actions should be consistent 
with this plan. If they are not, the plan 
should be amended to reflect the policy 
change.

HEALTHLINE

Question: Now that my schoolage 
children are old enough to go to the 
beach with friends, are there any 
swimming rules we should discuss 
first? 

Answer: Each year, 1,200 ages 14 
and under drown and 5,500 are 
hospitalized due to near drownings. 
This costs our suciety 48 billion 
annually. 

Fortunately, the rate of drownings 
has been lowered in recent years to 3 
per 100,000 population.’ (In the past. 
the rate was 10.4 per 100,000.) 

The following recommendations are 
from the Trauma Center of Michigan's 
Childrens Hospital and the Amerncan 
Red Cross. lt is a good idea to pass 
them along to your older children 
before they go swimming. (Young 
children, of course, should always be 
supervised near the water.) 

Tell your children to: 

* Always swim with a buddy. 

* Swim only in areas where a 
lifeguard is on duty. 


* Stay out of the water when they ’re 
very tired, very cold or overheated. 

* Follow all swimming rules posted 
at the swimming area. 

* Obey the lifeguard’s instructions. 

* If they can't see the bottom of the 
pool in the deep end or if the water is 
cloudy, don't swim there. 

* Avoid swimming at night in 
unlighted areas. 

* Do not chew gum or eat while 
swimming - they could choke.

« Swim a safe distance away from 
diving boards and slides. 

* Never swim near a boat ramp or 
dam. 

« Avoid swimming in river currents.

* It's also prudent to restrict 
swimming, like any other exercise, 
after a large meal.

Artillery shot at Camp Grayling 


Anartillery match was held atCamp 
Grayling on Saturday. July 19 
involving artillery shotduring the Civil 
War. 

Smooth and rifled bore cannons and 
mortars based on aruliery shot during 
the Civil War was fired at stationary 
targets 400 or 1,000 yards away. 

The units involved in the annual 
artillery shoot were Battery B First 
Michigan Light Artillery from 
Dearborn, Third battery Michigan 
Light Artillery from Battle creck, First 
South Carolina Light Artillery from

Each ball is homemade and diecast 
out of metal. This metal melts at a 
temperature similar to lead but it is 
closer in density to cast iron. During 
the Civil War the balls were made out 
of cast iron. 

After the artillery shoot the balls are 
recovered and shot over and over. 

The annual arti!lery match was fired 
on ranges seven and eight at Camp 
Grayling. 

As of this printing results of the 
match were not available.

Michigan Lawsuit Abuse Watch (M- 
LAW) announced its plans for ending 
frivolous lawsuits at a Dearborn press 
conference July 17. 


Former U.S. Attordney General and 
two-term Pennsylvania Gov. Dick 
Thornburgh also spoke at the press 
conference about the need for sensible 
Jegal reforms. 


Formed as a non-partisan, grassroots 
organization, M-LAW serves as a 
public watchdog over Michigan'scourt 
system. M-LAW is the only statewide 
citizens group working exclusively to 
reform Michigan's courts by i increasing 
public awareness of the problems 
caused by lawsuit abuse.

M-LAW founder and Amigo 
Mobility International Vice President, 
Beth Thieme, joined M-LAW's 
Executive Director, Robert B. Dorigo 
Jones, in announcing the group's plans 
for combating frivolous lawsuits. The 
group plans a public education 
campaign to discourage frivolous 
lawsuits. Among the group's 
proposals: 


M-LAW will increase awareness of 
Judges’ records on lawsuit abuse; 


* M-LAW will highlight the 
influence that personal injury lawyers 
have in legislative and judicial 
elections, and, 


* M-LAW will generate public 
support for reform by addressing civic 
groups and state associations and by 


engaging in advertising. 

Thieme unveiled a draft of an 
advertisement that may appear in 
telephone books advisiing consumers 
of their legal rights. "This ad would 
remind consumers before they hire an 
attorney that they don't have to accept 
acontingency fee, and that they should 
check out a lawyer's record with the 
State Bar Association. We believe 
that these and other tips in the ad will 
help cut down on lawsuit abuse,” said 
Thieme. 


M-LAW used the home of one of 
the most well-known innovators of 
the twentieth centrury, Henry Ford, as 
the site for its press conference to 
highlight how Jawsuit abuse often 
discourages modern-day innovators 
from bringing products to market. 


One product threatened by lawsuits 
is the ventricular shunt, an implantable 
medical device that has saved the lives 
of thousands of hydrocephalus patients 
-mostly children. The Health Industry 
Manufacturers Association reports that 
14 biomaterial suppliers have stopped 
supplying manufacturers of medical 
implants because of the cost of

defending themselves in lawsuits. In 
most liability cases. U.S. courts have 
held that the suppliers are not liable, 
yet it can cost millions of dollars to 
defend and win these lawsuits. 

Farmington Hills resident Jim 
Brozovich has a daughter who needs a 
ventricular shunt. Brozovich appeared 
at the press conference because he is 
concerned that lawsuits will force shunt 
manufacturers to leave the United 
States for countries with Jess stringent 
quality control standards. "J came 
here today so other families would 
know that lawsuits affect everyone, 
even our children. Three years ago, 
my daughter was a healthy, normal 
child. Today, because of complications 
from an ear infection. she needs a 
medical device that is threatened by 
lawsuits,” said Brozovich.

* M-LAW will highlight the 
influence that personal injury lawyers 
have in legislative and judicial 
elections, and, 


* M-LAW will generate public 
support for reform by addressing civic 
groups and state associations and by 


engaging in advertising. 

Thieme unveiled a draft of an 
advertisement that may appear in 
telephone books advisiing consumers 
of their legal rights. "This ad would 
remind consumers before they hire an 
attorney that they don't have to accept 
acontingency fee, and that they should 
check out a lawyer's record with the 
State Bar Association. We believe 
that these and other tips in the ad will 
help cut down on lawsuit abuse,” said 
Thieme. 


M-LAW used the home of one of 
the most well-known innovators of 
the twentieth centrury, Henry Ford, as 
the site for its press conference to 
highlight how lawsuit abuse often 
discourages modern-day innovators 
from bringing products to market. 


One product threatened by lawsuits 
is the ventricular shunt, an implantable 
medical device that has saved the fives 
of thousands of hydrocephalus patients 
-mostly children. The Health Industry 
Manufacturers Association reports that 
14 biomaterial suppliers have stopped 
supplying manufacturers of medical 
implants because of the cost of

plan that he said offered the strongest 
funding formula for Michigan. STEP 
21 is one of several proposals to update 
the Intermodal Surface Transportation 
and Efficiency Act. which expires this 
year. 

The response of the delegation - 10 
Democrats and six Republicans - was 
to write Rep. Bud Shuster (R-Penn.) 
anmd Rep. James Oberstar (D-Minn.) 
the chairman and ranking member of 
the House Transportation and 
Infrastructure Committee. which will 
prepare the final version of a 
transportation funding plan for House 
consideration. 

In their letter to Shuster and Oberstar, 
the Michigan members stated that, as 
representatives from a state which has 
historically paid more in highway taxes 
than it has gotten back, they saw 
“funding equity as an essential 
prerequisite to reauthorization of our 
nation’s federal transportation 
program.” 

"We clearly stated our willingness 
to work with the committee to gel 
funding equity.” Stupak told Engler. 
“and our determination to fight any 
effort that ignores it.” 

Stupak rejected Engler’s request to 
consider co-sponsorship to STEP 21, 
saying the reauthorization process 
remained “highly fluid”. It would he 
premature, he said. to lock onto a 
single plan and unwise to break away 
from the delegation in individual co- 
sponsorship. 

"Itis clear to me that a united effort 
by the Michigan delegation, utilizing 
the combined wisdom of our 
congressional staffs and demonstrating 
our determination to gain equity for 
our state, is our best course of action,” 
Stupak said.

Construction 
underway for 
dialysis center 


Patients from as far away as Detroit 
have called about Dialysis Services of 
Gaylord. The new facility means 
fecipients of dialysis treatments can 
travel and still receive the manadatory 
treatments. 

The cooperative effort of Otsego 
Memorial Hospital and Great Lakes 
Renal Network is officially under 
construction. Ithas been made possible 
not only through OMH and Gratiot 
Community Hospital, but also through 
the generous contributions of many 
service clubs and individuals in the 
area. OMH made the decision to 
become a provider of dialysis service 
in direct response to the community's 
request for the servicc. 

A groundbreaking ceremony Friday, 
July 11, faunched the construction 
effort. 

"The patients are truly excited,” said 
Kathryn Dowd-Ball. director of 
Dialysis services for Great Lakes Renal 
Network. “We've had calls from 
Detroit and all over.” 

Five patients have already asked to 
have treatment at the Gaylord facility, 
Dowd-Ball said. People having 
dialysis treatments can only vacation 
where a treatment center is available. 
Having Dialysis Services of Gaylord 
in place later this year means Gaylord 
and the surrounding communities may 
attract some new visitors with family 
members dependent on dialysis 
treatments. 

lt also means year round residents 
can Stay closer to home three days a 
week as an alternative to driving to 
Petoskey or Traverse City for 
treatment. 

Dowd-Ball and two dozen others 
gathered for the groundbreaking for 
the facility which is scheduled to open 
in Novemeber. “We're very happy 
Otsego Memorial Hospital has joined 
with us to make this venture possible,” 
she said.

Grayling Township Compactor and Recycling/ 
Composting Center improvements: 

The Grayling Township Board has already 
taken two giant steps forward toward 
environmental responsibility by 1) making 
recycling and composting a priority of service 
to the residents. and 2) by recently approving 
$100,000 in the 1997-98 budget for recycling 
improvements. 

Although space is very tight, Grayling 
Township has the room to provide 
comprehensive recycling and composting at its 
current compactor site on North Down River 
Road. 

The first requirementis toconstruct a building 


‘ 


that will allow the collection, separation and 
packaging of recyclable materials. The proposal 
is for a 24 foot by 40 foot by 12 foot high, drive 
through, garage-type building. This building 
will allow two standard vehicles or light trucks, 
in single file, to be in the building at once. 
Citizens will unload their separated and bundled 
recyclables onto benches. Volunteer attendants 
will then place each item in an appropriate 
pallet-box. if further on the spot separating is 
necessary it can be quickly and easily done. 

Pallet-boxes will be within easy reach for the 
placement of 1) clear glass, 2) brown glass, 3) 
green glass, 4) newspaper, 5) magazines, 6) 
corrugated cardboard, 7) tin, and 8) aluminum. 

Because of the large size of mild and detergent 
jugs, and due to the number which must be 
collected to make just one bale, they will have 
to be stored in an outside pen to the rear of the 
building. The pen will be large enough to also 
store empty pallets and covered bales if 
necessary. 

The building will also house a 12-foot tall 
baling machine which will be operated during 
time when the facility is closed to the public. It 
will be capable of baling corrugated cardboard 
and plastic. 

Once customers have unloaded they can 
proceed to the compactor to dispose of non- 
recyclables and, during appropriate season, on 
the the composting yard to dispose of leaves, 
small brush and grass clippings (During winter 
months compostables will not be accepted, nor 
will the road to the compost pile be maintained.) 

When the facility is closed to the public, full 
pallet boxes and bales can be loaded into 40 foot 
van-type trailers. Three tailers should 
accommodate our needs in the near future; one 
for newspapers, one for magazines and one for 
tin, aluminum and glass. Corrugated cardboard 
can be stored in the current garage until a 
truckload is ready to be shipped. 

There are several others tasks which would 
have to be done when the facility is closed to the 
public including: stringing plastic jugs together 
for easicr handling when it comes time for 
baling, crushing clear glass bottles, crushing tin 
cans, tuming compost piles, chipping brush and 
moving snow. Because of space restrictions on 
the 2.8 acre parcel of land. it will be of the 
utmost importance to have everything in its 
place. 

Several pieces of heavy equipment will be 
needed to complete the tasks. 1) A tractor or 
skid-sieer loader will be needed for loading 
bales and boxes into trailers, tuming compost 
piles and moving snow. 2) A hand-jack will be 
needed for moving pallets at ground level or in 
trailers. 3) A baler for corrugated cardboard and 
plastic. 4) A bottle crusher for breaking clear 
glass bottles. 5) Three enclosed semi trailers 

Manpower needs include a full-time recycling 
center manager whose job will be to oversee 
every phase of the daily operation including 
customer contact, operating the baler. 
compactor, tractor, chipper and moving snow, 
and 2 to 4 volunteer workers to assist with 
softing, stringing, crushing, baling and cleaning 
In preliminary talks with Sheriff Lovely, be is 
quite certain we can develop a community 
cortections program which will enable us to 
utilize inmate labor as often as needed. 

The final requirement of the immediate 
program is to provide cnough education to the 
public so they know how and are encouraged ta, 
recycle and compost. A projected opening date 
of September (5, 1997 ts reasonable.

SECTION VI - PROCEDURE FOR REVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR

the city clerk or other designated official when an application for land 
division approval has been filed, and states that the divisions must be 
approved or disapproved within 30 days after receipt of such 
application. 


States that a proposed land division shall be approved if all criteria in 
this section are met, i.e. minimum parcel, yard and area requirements; 
compiles with the requirements of the State Land Division Act and this 
Ordinance; all parcels have existing adequate accessibility; the depth to 
width ration of any parce! does not exceed four to one; complies with 
minimum width and are standards sat forth in this Ordinance; and 
complies with accessibility standards set forth in this Ordinance.

width of one-and-one-half full moons, 
according to Teske. who added that 
their separation is slowly diminishing 
as the position of the pole moves among 
the stars. The pole and Polaris will be 
closest in the year 2102 when the 
width of just one fulf moon will fit 
between them. After that, their 
separation will begin to steadily widen. 

The cause is a gradual displacement 
of the orientation of Earth's axis of 
rotation, Teske explained. “Like the 
axis of a spinning gyroscope, the axis 
of the rotating Earth would tend to 
point always in the same direction in 
space, if our planet were left to itself,” 
he said.

of the axis. causing a gradual shift in 
the place on the sky toward which it 
points. As a result, the pole of the 
Earth’s rotation smoothly traces asmall 
circle on the sky once every 25,800 
years. It is convenient for us that the 
pole is now passing fairly close to a 
bright star, Polaris, although that has 
not always been so.” 


The circle traced among the stars by 
the changing alignment of Earth's 
rotational axis can be visualized by 
observing July's late evening sky, 
“Let's take a tour of the polar sky in 
mid-summer and try ‘to see where the 
pole was thousands of years ago and 
where it is going to be thousands of 
years from now.” Teske said. 


To join the tour, face North al around 
11 p.m. while looking up at the North 
Star. The brilliant star Vega is almost 
directly overhead. Deneb in Cygnus, 
the Swan, lies to the east of Vega. The 
Big Dipper is halfway down the 
northwestern sky to the left, its handle 
pointing upward. At IJ p.m. in mid- 
July over Michigan, the exact North 
Pole is located above Polaris one 
moon's width and to its left by the 
same distance. The pole slowly sweeps 
to the observer's right, almost directly 
toward the star gamma Cephei lying at 
the tip of King Cepheus’s triangular 
crown. Cepheus’s square face lies on 
its side at this hour, the crown in danger 
of falling off. 

Look to the left of Polaris and slightly 
upward to sec the star Thuban. It is 
located halfway between the bend of 
the Big Dipper's handle and the bow! 


of the Little Din “Thuban was . 


he Little Dipper. “Thuban was the 
North Star 4,800 years ago at the time 
of the “Old Kingdom” in Egypt - - a 
period when most of the pyramids 
were built,” Teske said. “The exact 
pole has crept from Thuban to its 
present position near Polaris and now 
is headed toward gamma Cephei, 
which will be the North Star in about 
2,000 years. 


“It’s important to remember that the 
location of the North Pole on Earth's 
surface is not changing, nor is the 
South Pole,” Teske added. “But the 
Stars and constellations that hand 
directly above the Earth's poles shift 
slowly over the years,” 

After the North Pole in the sky passes 
gamma Cephei, it will swing on 
through Cepheus toward Cygnus, the 
Swan, where the brightest star Deneb 
will become the Pole Star, although a 
fairly distant one, 8,000 years from 
now. By A.D. 17,000, the pole’s 
circular path on the sky will bring it 
into the northern Parts of the 
constellations Lyra and Hercules 
which are located Overhead for 
Michigan observers at 1] P-m. in mid- 
July. And by A.D. 23,000, Thuban in 
the constellation Draco, the Dragon 
will once again claim the title of North 
Star.

Improper ‘bug bomb’ 
use can be hazardous 


Tota) release foggers, also called 
“bug bombs”. are useful for mdding 
homes of insects but Michigan 
Department of Agriculture (MDA) 
Director Dan Wyant warns that 
improper use can result in explosion 
and fire. 

The foggers release pesticides by 
means of an aerosol propellant to 
fumigate an area. The propellants 
used today replaced 
chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs) which 
were banned by the Environmental 
Protection Agency in the late 1980's. 
CFCs are not flammable. 

Since the replacement of CFCs with 
aerosol propellants, some accidents 
have occurred because of improper 
fogger use. A resident in Maine 
improperly used 14 foggers in a 750 
square footapartment. The doors were 
blown out and the ceiling caved in. In 
Indiana. a house was destroyed when 
an air conditioning unit circulated the 
propellants into the basement where 
they were ignited by the furnace’s 
pilot light. 

To censure” safety, Wyant 
recommends that consumers follow 
the manufacturer's directions on the 


product label. 


The following steps should be taken 
to help ensure safety, take care to 
calculate the correct amount of 
pesticide to use for an area: do not use 
more than is necessary; turn off pilot 
lights before releasing the fogger; turn 
off all electrical appliances that create 
an electrical spark during an on/off 
cycle, such as a refrigerator, stove or 
drver; follow the instructions on the 
container regarding the health of family 
and pets: and re-enter the home only 
after the specified time has passed. 

The EPA requires manufacturers of 
total release foggers to include 
precautionary warnings about potential 
flammability on fogger labels.

“The Talent Bank offers 
independence to Michigan employers 
and job seekers.” Doug Stites, acting 
director of the Michigan Employment 
Security Agency (MESA), proclaimed, 

“Employers are free to search on 
their own through thousands of 
resumes stored in the Talent Bank 
without going through MESA, or 
anyone else for that matter,” he said. 
“Job seekers have the same 
independence. They can godirectly to 
the Talent Bank through the Internet 
and enter their resumes without any 
third party help. 

“Ofcourse, MESA staff are available 
to help those who may need it,” Stites 
noted. “But the system is easy to use, 
and we encourage everyone to visit 
and use American's Talent Bank on 
their own.” 

ATB is a national computer-based 
resume system that MESA had a major 
role in helping to develop and 
implement. The system is running in 
Michigan, Connecticut, Georgia, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Nebraska, North Carolina and Utah. 
Illinois will be on-line in late summer. 
By year’s end, over half of all states 
will be using the system.

paying any fees,” Stites said. ‘And, 
unlike some systems, Talent Bank 
allows employers to save their search 
criteria such as wage level, education 
and work history, and then use them 
again in future resumes searches, 
making later inquiries faster and 
easier.” 

Employers and job seekers canreach 
the Michigan ATB site through the 
Internet (http://atb.mesc.state.mi.us) at 
ho cost and at any time - - seven days 
a weck, 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year. 

To use ATB, employers must first 
go through a simple two-step 
registration process. They must 
provide name and address information 
along with their Federal Employer 
Identification Number (FEIN) and then 
create their own password. 

“Once employers register with the 
system, they can access partial 
resumes, and after they are verified as 
legitimate employers, they will have 
full access to all ‘contact information’ 
onresumes inthe system,” Stites noted. 
“The validation process takes up to 72 
hours and is necessary to help protect 
the privacy of those submitting their 
resumes.” 

Once validated, employers will 


receive all of the details in a resume, 
including the individual’s name, 
address and phone number. 
“Currently, ATB has about 30,000 
resumes on-line, including about 8,000 
from people who would like to work in 
Michigan, and the numbers are rapidly 
growing,” Stites said. “The resume 
pool covers a wide range of 
occupations from white collar to blue 
collar, and itcertainly offers Michigan 
employers a potentially valuable 
resource in their efforts to find qualified 


staff.” 

Job seekers interested in having their 
resumes loaded onto the system have 
the freedom of entering their resume 
directly on-line through the Internet to 
the Michigan ATB Website (http:// 
atb.mesc.state.mi.us), or of calling 
MESA toll-free at 1-88-TALENT-55 
for an application form. After 
completing their applications, job 
seekers can send them to MESA‘s 
Talent Bank staff at 7310 Woodward 
Avenue, Room 502, Detroit, MI 48202. 
MESA staff will then enter the resume 
information onto ATB. 

Job seekers must indicate at least 
one job title they are interested in and 
the states in which they are willing to 
work. They can also access other 
MESA Job Services through a tink on 
the ATB Website that connects them 
to MESA’s Internet Homepage. 

“A new ATB feature allows job 
seckers, after they select theirjobtitles. 
to immediately see what jobs 
throughout the country are available 
tothem through America’s Job Bank.” 
Stites pointed out. 

An applicant's resume remain» 
active in the Talent Bank for 60 days 
but can remain active much longer if it 
is periodically updated. 

Aimeiica’s Tateni Bank is accessible 
through the Internet to bothemployers 
and job seekers. Employers can 
conduct their resume searches from 
their own offices, their local MESA 
office, or from wherever Internet 
access is available. Job seekers can 
use many of these same sources, 
including MESA offices, for entering 
their resumes. Eventually, atl 1,800 
public employment offices nationwide 
will have Internet access to America’s 
Talent Bank.

Toughest canoe race to be paddled 


Sixty-three of the top marathon 
canoe racing teams from Canada, Great 
Britain and the United States have 
arrived in north-central Michigan’s 
AuSable River valley for the 50th 
anniversary running of North 
America’s toughest and richest non- 
stop canoe race — the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon. 


The AuSable River, often called the 
finest family canoeing and fly-fishing 
trout stream east of the Mississippi, 
will be the stage for one of the toughest 
competitive sporting events on this 
continent. 

The AuSable Marathon is also the 
middie leg of the prestigious North 
American Triple Crown of Canoe 
Racing. In 1997 cash and prizes 
awarded at the three races in the series 
together with Triple Crown awards 
will total more than $100,000.

After the start at dusk, the teams will 
compete throughout the night until the 
next day, paddling non-stop 14 to 19 
hours at a rate of 60 to 90 paddle 
strokes a minute. During the eight 
hours of night-time paddling, they will 
receive little assistance from a late 
rising, last-quarter moon in avoiding 
the river's natural obstacles. 

Battling the darkness and inclement 
weather, portaging six hydroelectric 
dams and the sheer torture of up to 19 
hours of non-stop paddling will all 
combine to play on the contestants’ 
physical and mental capabilities. 

The contestants will receive no 
outside assistance except food, drink, 
clothing and other necessities passed 
to them by their team of “bank runners” 
or “feeders” who meet them at 
locations along the race course. The 
function of these support teams is often 
compared to that of nit crews in auto 
racing and can be just as important to 
the outcome of the race. 

Among those battling against the 
river, the elements and the other 
competitors in North America’s 
toughest non-stop canoe race will be 
the Widing brothers — combined age 
139. For Al Widing, Sr., 72, of Mio, 
this will be another in a long string of 
Weyerhaeuser AuSable Marathon 
appearances that span five decades. 
Al and his brother, Roy, 67, of Port 
Clinton, Ohio, first paddled the 
Marathon together in 1954. 

Among the superstars of canoc 
racing joining the Widing brothers in 
the field for the AuSable race will be 
the current AuSable Marathon and 
Triple Crown of North American 
Canoe Racing champion Serge Corbin, 
39, of St. Boniface, Quebec. Corbin 
has won the Triple Crown 
championship each of the five years 


since the series was originated. 


His partner for the Weyerhaeuser 
AuSable Marathon is a Grayling 
hometown favorite who won the race 
with Corbin last year, Jeff Kolka, 38. 
Kolka realized a lifelong family dream 
by winning the Marathon in 1996. 
Both Jeff Kolka, during the 1980s and 
1990s, and his father Jack, top 
competitor during the 1950s, 1960s 
and 1970s, had each finished second 
in the Marathon on several occasions.

The record fieid of 63 ieams siaied 
to compete in the 50th anniversary 
Marathon includes teams from 19 U.S.

For Andy 
Guest, 31, of Worchester, England, 
this will be his second attempt at 
finishing the Marathon; injury forced 
him out of the race during his first 
AuSable race in 1995. It will be the 
first AuSable Marathon attempt for 
Guest’s partner, Tim Phillips, also of 
Worchester, Great Britain.

The sprints arc 
much like “Indy 500” qualifying. Each 
team paddles a short-looped course, 
their lap time determining their starting 
row position for the LeMans-style run 
to the river on Saturday at 9 p.m.

Marathon History -- 


The AuSable River Canoe Marathon is one 
of the most grueling sporting events ever 
conceived. Back in the mid-forties some 
folks said such a race could never succeed. 

In September 1947, the first AuSable 
Marathon was held. Forty-six teams started 
in Grayling and headed for Oscoda. Twenty- 
one hours and 3 minutes later the winners, 
Allen Carr and Delbert Case of Grayling 
beached their canoe at Oscoda. 

During the early years Michigan canoeists 
dominated the race. Then in 1964a Michigan- 
Minnesota team consisting of RalphSawyer, 
Oscoda, and Irving (Buzz) Peterson of Coon 
Rapids, Minnesota placed first in 15 hours, 6 
minutes in one of the few years the Marathon 
was run as a two-day event. 

One of the most exciting races in the 50 
year history of the Marathon occurred in 
1979. Claude and Serge Corbin, brothers 
from Quebec, edged out Michigan natives 
John Baker and Ken Brown at the finish line 
by 6 seconds. The two teams were never 
more than 20 seconds apart during the entire 
race. 


In 1988, Lynne Witte and Jim Myers 
shattered the mixed team record time 
paddling to a 4th place finish, the best 
Marathon mixed team finish ever (15:05:26). 

In 1993, Jeff Kolka and Bill Torongo burned 
it from the start, leaving the others behind 
onthe upper partof the river. They destroyed 
long-standing split time records, earning 2 
point-to-point records as well. 

The 1994 Marathon saw several previous 
records fall: 

¢ Corbin and Carriere paddled to a new 
record witha time under 14 hours (13:58:08). 
The team also swept many of the point-to- 
point records set in 1993. 

e A new pro women’s record was set by 
Carrie Trudgeon and Connie Cannon 
(15:26:14). 

¢ Anew amateur record was set in 1994 by 
15 year-olds Mo Harwood and Matt Ashton 
with a time of 15:30:46 (breaking the 1986 
record of Mike and Bob Bradford by 12 
minutes). 

1995 saw anew team of champions emerge 
when Jim Harwood (Grayling) and Patrick-

Lynch (Quebec) were victorious over 
previous champions Corbin and Carriere, 
who finished 3rd. Jeff Kolka and Bruce 
Barton placed 2nd. 

Jeff Kolka (Grayling) tasted his 1st 
Marathon victory with partner Serge Corbin 
in 1996. The team finished an incredible 37+ 
minutes in front of the next team, earning 
many new split time records along the way. 
Jeff’s win helped satisfy a long-standing 
family hunger for the Marathon trophy as 
both he and his father (Jack Kolka, who 
paddled 22 Marathons) each had placed 
2nd several times. 


Serge Corbin’s 10th victory in 1996 makes 
him the new record holder of most Marathon 
wins, surpassing nine-time champion Brett 
Stockton. Butch Stockton still holds the 
record for most consecutive wins with 5. 
Fastest amateur mixed team finish continues 
to stand at 17:18:50, paddled by Brad and 
Bev Gordon in 1982. Bev Gordonand Lynne 
Witte’s amateur women’s record in 1983 
(17:37:15) also endures. 
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The First Marathon

At 2 p.m. on Saturday, September 6, 1947, 
46 teams entered the sparkling AuSable River 
and the world’s greatest marathon canoe 
race was born. For this initial year and 
during the first decade of its existence, the 
race was known as the 240-mile “Michigan 
Canoe Championship.” All 92 paddlers 
were from Michigan and represented 23 
different communities. Howard Brubaker 
of Oscoda was the general chairman. Ray 
Snider, owner of Ray’s Canoe Livery, was 
the official race starter. 

Starting in 30th position was 28-year-old 
Allen Carr and his 21-year-old brother-in- 
law, Delbert Case, both of Grayling. They 


paddled a borrowed 17-foot Dowcraft 
magnesium canoe that weighed about 40 
pounds, the only metal canoe ever to win 
the Marathon. Their food consisted of hard- 
boiled eggs and hot dogs. Both men worked 
for the City of Grayling doing difficult 
outdoor labor, which kept them in excellent 
physical condition. They spent 31 hours 
practicing for the race and had never seen 
the last half of the river before the day of the 
race. On the Thursday before the Marathon, 
Carr and Case took off work to paddle to 
Mio Dam as their final practice. When they 
reported to work on Friday morning, they 
were both fired for missing work the 


previous day. During the race, it was not 
until they reached Alcona Dam that they 
had passed everyone and led the rest of the 
way to Oscoda. Their prize was $500 for 
their 21 hours and three minutes of effort. 
Jack Davisand Jay L. Stephan, Sr., of Grayling 
finished in 2nd place, 24 minutes behind the 
winners. 


Of the 46 teams that started — the largest 
starting field in the history of the Marathon 
—only 15 canoes finished (32.6%, the lowest 
percentage in the history of the Marathon). 
Grayling teams won $950 of the $1,000 in 
prize money.

Eat spaghetti, hear the official Sprint results, meet 
the paddlers and dine in the comfortable atmosphere 
of the Grayling Holiday Inn at 6:30 p.m. July 25 
during the Paddlers Dinner. Tickets are available at 
the door and there’s room for everyone. Ed and 
Marge Martella, Dean Smith and his Holiday Inn 
crew and our gracious master of ceremonies, Tink 
Henry, host a relaxing but action-packed evening 
following the excitement of the Sprints. Good food 
and fellowship help prepare everyone for the 
upcoming journey. 

It’s up early Saturday morning to rope off the 
streets and set up for the official Marathon Briefing in 
front of Citizens Bank at noon.

Every year, some of the most interesting 
AuSable Marathon stories unfold farther 
back in the pack. Close battles for position 
are fought by these teams as well. By staying 
at a few of the viewing locations for longer 
periods of time, you have the opportunity to 
see how well the teams that are farther back 
in the pack are doing. 


The Mio Dam portage is generally 
considered to be the “hump” in this race. 
Most teams which make the portage over - 
Mio in reasonable shape, before the 4:00 
a.m. cut-off, also finish the race in qualifying 
time. Nearly every year, one or two teams 
narrowly avoid missing the cut-off, while 
others may have to face that, for them, this 
year’s Marathon is over. 


Endurance, rather than sheer speed 
become more important for the contestants 
as Saturday night becomes Sunday morning. 
There are often major changes in the 
standings late in the race, for some teams 
simply finishing the race becomes their 
primary objective. 


Endurance and proper preparation are 
important for spectators as well. Don’t forget 
{ the basic necessities: a thermos of coffee, 
snacks, flashlight, binoculars, rain-wear,and 
good maps. Don’t sal the designated 
driver.
